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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly filed amendment to independent claims 1 and 12, [a waiting unit configured to wait until "a write 
cache memory arranged inside the storage unit is flashed and/or rotation of a platter arranged inside the storage unit ends, so ad to confirm 
completion of write processing"] would require further search, consideration, and examinatiion. Thus, the newly filed amendment will not be 
entered. Though the original disclosure provides for :a control circuit waiting for the end of predetermined operation of the hard disk 
drive... the control circuit waits until the cache is flashed... when the removable hard disk cartridge is ejected after rotation of the platter 
ends, the control circuit waits for the end of rotatiion stop processing", it is not apparent that these teachings support doing the added 
feature "so as to confirm completion of write processing". 

Additionally, Examiner would like to point out that several of the limitations recited in the independent claims are functional recitations 
(a receiving unit configured to...,an invalidation unit configured to..., a waiting unit configured to..., an output unit configured to. ..etc..) 
which may not necessarily differentiate the claimed invention from the prior art as because while features of a system may be recited either 
structurally or functionally, claims directed to a system must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In 
re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997) (The absence of a disclosure in a prior art reference 
relating to function did not defeat the Board's finding of anticipation of claimed apparatus because the limitations at issue were found to be 
inherent in the prior art reference); see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 228-29 (CCPA 1971 );< In re Danly, 263 
F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). "System claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. 
Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 
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
